HELP FOR STARVING CUBA. 


The Great Work of Mercy and What it is 
Doing. Contributions tell Pathetic stories 
of Sacrifice. Hasty Public Opinion of 
the President's Policy. Stocks jump. 

Activity at the Navy Yard. 


[SPECIAL TO THE TOWNSMAN. } 
New York, March 30, 1898. 

The great warm heart of the nation 
is giving another evidence of its sym- 
pathy and generosity to peoples strick- 
en with famine and starvation. At the 
time when thousands of Russians 
were dying of hunger, may ships 
laden with corn, carried life to the 
stricken multitudes. It is estimated 
that the ships which sailed with pro- 
visions from this port alone saved 
100,000 from starvation in India last 
year. Another great manifestation of 
human love is now brought to notice. 
No stronger expression of the deep- 
hearted sympathy of Americans for 
their starving neighbors in Cuba is to 
be found than that of the great relief 
work now being. actively presented in 
this city. Two ships of mercy, carry- 
ing the means for hope and life to sev- 
eral thousand starving recoticentrados, 
have sailed from this port within the 
past few days. Provisions and cloth- 
ing aré pouring in by the carload from 
all parts of the, Country. Money and 
jewelry are being sent by those who 
are-unable to send goods. The con- 
tributions come from all localities, 
from rich and poor, from the very 
young and the very old. Many of the 
articles sent necessitate the most 
pathetic’ sacrifice. Various organiza- 
. tions are actively engaged in the work, 
but the entire system of relief is 
carried on under the auspices. of The 
Central Cuban Relief. Committee. 
Such an overwhelming quantity of con- 
tributions have been received that it 
has been found necessary to rent a big 
warehouse on the water front. 

The Christian Herald is undoubtedly 
carrying on the greatest, work of aid. 
This periodical is receiving about $1, 
000 a day for its relief fund, the total

of which now amounts to nearly $80, | 
From these contributions, Miss | 


000. 
Clara Barton is given $10,000 a month, 
and the Central Cuban Relief Com- 
mittee about $2,500 per week. Dr. 
Louis Klopsch the publisher and pro 
prietor of the Christian Herald is now 
in Cuba actively engaged in  supervis- 
ing the relief work, The King’s 
Daughters have opened a large relief 
Station at No 17 Astor Place. ‘The 
scenes presented at these rooms are 
busy ones. About thirty women are 
busy. making up garments at sewing 
machines, and great piles of cloth 
goods and ‘clothing are being sorted out 
by others. The sewing circle is es- 
pecially anxious for contributions of 
calico, lawn, sheeting and any- servic: 
able clothing already made up. 

The stories of sacrifice silently told 
by many of the contributions sent 


to the various relief-organizations are |_ 


exceedingly affecting. A poor girl 


who could not afford to send money, 


cut off her long beautiful hair and sent 
it to the relief committee asking them 
to sellit.. ‘It is all I have,’? she 
suid, ‘* but the money you can get fcr 
it may save some poor stat ving soul 
from death.’ As many as a dozen

during the past week. Some are very 
old ones. Others are manifestly new. 
Watches, lockets, and knives and forks 
are numerous among the contributions. 
I know of a ragged, forlorn little news- 
boy who showed, most strikingly how 
deep the sympathy for Cuba is among 
the poor. The little fellow came into 
a business man’s office. The business 
man kept a little box with a slot in one 
end. On the box was marked: ‘For 
Cuba Libre.” It was his custom to 
drop all the pennies he received in 
change into this box. The urchin’s 
little black eyes caught sight of the in- 
scription. - 

‘*Gee! But Ise allus got some stuff 
for dat’’ he exclaimed, and thrusting 
his little hand into his pocket he 
pulled out a handful of hard earned 
coppers and dropped them into the 
box. 

But the retief contributions are by 
no means limited to the poor or to the 
moderately well-to-do. The very rich 
and the great corporations have all 
come to the front splendidly. Every 
great railway company having a ter- 
minus in New York, or having von- 
nections with New York lines, is vol- 
untarily carrying the hundreds of car- 
loads of relief goods absolutely free of 
all cost. There is not a single ex- 
ception in the whole country, to this 
generosity. But even more than this, 
the Ward and Mallory lines operating 
between this port and Cuban ports are 
shipping the tuns upon tons of pro- 
visions absolutely free of all charges, 
and frequently leaving behind valu- 
able paid freight toexpedite the work 
of rescue. Many big shipments of 
food are being contributed hy the large 
The fol- 
‘lowing miscellaneous articles taken 
from the list of relief receipts show 
the diversity of the ‘contributious, 
These are a few individual ones: Two 
packages of quinine; 23 barrels cloth- 
ing; 44 barrels ‘flour; 1 carload pota- 
toes; 37 bags of beans; 10 barrels 
groceries; 1 carload of corn; 2 boxes 
drngs; 1 case dried fiuit; 1 package 


| linen, etc. 


Shipments of food, clothing, medi- 
cines, and thedike sent here for Cuban 
relief were at first shipped to Cuba at 
the rate of 50 tons per week. Each 
| week was marked by a steady increase 
;notil the total shipments this week 
| will amount to nearly one thousand 
‘tons. The Munson sine Steamer 
| Bergen is expected to sail sometime to 
‘day.’ She carries 200 tons of cornmeal 
and 200 tons of bacon to the starving 
Cubans. One month later a second 
ship of mercy wil! be despatched on a 
like mission. Dr. Klupsch cabled a 
few days ago that there are at present 
205,000. reconcefttrados ‘hopelessly 
destitute.” t 


In the same mail received the other 


_ day bythe Relief Committee, there 
was a check from a millionaire for 
$1,000 and a postal note from a boot 
black in California for $3.75. 

The first effect of the President's 
policy as outlined in hie message to 
Congress accompanying the Maine Re- 
port, was to send stocks jumping on 
Wall Street. Several brokers went to 
Washington the day before the report 
was made public. They received “tips” 
from some unknown source, of the 
President's impending action. Im- 
mediately on their return stocks began 


to improve, It is computed that Wall 
Street profited from the President’s 
pacific atiitude to the extent of $95, 
000,000 within 24 hours. Stocks in 
some instances jumped ahead as much 
as 100 points. As far as the public 
here has understood the President's 
po:icy up to this writing, the Admin- 
istration’s stand Las met with strong 
dislike and.in some cases with rigorous 
indignation.

Formerly Paid;In Holland. 
Edam, in Holland, where the Dutch 
cheese comes from, bas a museum oi 
local -antiquities, and among the not 
least interesting of the exhibits are the 
accounts of the municipal executioners 


during the zighteenth century, says the 
London Chronicle. One of these func- 
tionaries, by name Vogel, presents a de- 
tailed b{ll. dated Dec. 19, 1718, in which 
he sets forth a claim for 6 florins for 
one decapitation and 8 florins each fora 
sword and winding sheet, with 8 florins 
14 cents for a coffin for the decapitated 
one. His charge for hanging a criminal 
was also 6 florins, with the further ad- 
dition of 8 florins for ‘‘cutting down 
and impaling ditto.’’ ‘‘ Breaking a man 
on the wheel’’ was a costlier. luxury 
and ran to 9 florins, while for ‘‘supply- 
ing nine pew lashes for scourge’’ the 
charge was 27 florins, 

On the whole, however, Mr. Vogel 
‘was.a moderate man in his charges or 
the value of buman life went up a good 
deal in the next 50 years, for in the no 
less circumstantial accounts of Johannes 
Ka, presented Aug. 1, 1764, we bave a 
charge of 12 florins for ‘‘going on board 
tbe. Hans and preparing instruments of 
torture,’’ with a like charge for ‘‘tor- 
turing one person.’’ But this must have 
been for the lesser torture only, as on 
Aug. 80 the same Johannes sends in a 
bill for ‘torturing three persons at 75 
florins a head’’—total, 225 florins, 
while a few days later no less than 600 
florins: is charged for ‘‘hanging four 
persons at 150 florins each,’’ and for 
‘flogging two persops and burning a 
third’’ he exacts 150 florins, Clearly 
considerations of economy, if not of:hu- 
manity, must have tended toward the 
reform of the criminal code in. Holland.

Only 
one—English or French—is taught, but 
that is taught thoroughly.

MRS, FANNIE A. (KITTREDGE) BANCROFT. 


Mrs. Fannie A. (Kittredge) Bancroft, 
wife of Dr, U. F. P, Bancrott, Principal 
of Phillips Andover Academy, died at 
her home on Chapel Avenue, Tuesday 


Body of Unknown Man Found near Bal- 
lardvale. Had been in the Water for 
Months. 


While a party of boys were strolling 
along the banks of the Shawsheen River, 
about three o'clock Monday.afternoon, 
they noticed the body of a man flvating 
in the stream. 

They at once retuned to Ballardvale 
and notified Officer Shattuck: of their 

hastly discovery. He communicated 
with Chief of ‘Police Mears and Under- 
taker Messer, who removed the remains 
to his undertaking rooms on Park Street. 

Tuesday morning Medical Examiner 
Howe of Lawrence viewed the remains. 
To the TOwNSMAN reporter he said that 
there was every indication that the body 
had been in the water two or three months 
as the remains were badly decomposed. 
He pronounced death due to drowning. | 

Following is a description of the man, 
the best obtainable by the police on ac- 
count of the condition of the body: Dark 
hair streaked with gray, dark brown 
moustache, small goatee, 5 ft., 10 1-2 in 
tall, small cut on the forehead bandaged 
with a handkerchief, No. 9. shoe with 
steel plate on the heel. In one pocket 
was a shoe tag with initials on it. 

The police are inclined to the belief 
that, while the cut in the forehead ap- 
pears not to bave been sufficient to cause 
death, it is, nevertheless, a suspicious 
circumstance. 

The man was about forty years of age 
and was dressed in rough working 


wear. His face was so badly decomposed 
that the features were not recognizable. 

It was reported to the police that a 
man who formerly worked for Brooks F. 
Holt went away during the winter and 
Chief. Mears requested Mr, Holt to look 
at the body to see if he could identify it. 
Mr. Holt went to Messer’s undertaking 
rooms Tuesday morning, but failed to 
recognize the body. The man who left 
him wore a long coat, while there was a 
short one on ‘the body. 

Tuesday afternoon the body was re- 
moved to the tomb in Spring Grove Cem- 
etery. : 


A woman, who refused to allow the 
use of her name, came to Andover from 
Newton, Wednesday, and  practicall 
identified the body as that of her husband. 
The description tallied with bis in eve 
respect, she said, and. the initials, W. H. 
H., found on a shoe tag in his ket, 
were his initials, she said. These initials, 
however, belong to the shoe firm. The 
woman told Chief Mears that she and 
her husband had not lived together for 
some years on account of his abuse of 
her. She said she would not claim the 
body. The remains will be taken from 
the tomb Monday and buried, if no one 
claims it in the meantime.

On her father’s side she was de- 
scended from the Kittredges of Middle- 
sex and Essex and from tbree of the 
original proprietors of Andover,— Os- 
good, Holt and Pa:ker. On her mother’s 
side she was descended from the Con- 
necticut ‘branch of the Marsh. family 
which settled in the White River valley 
in Vermont. Many of her kindred in 
both lines have been students in the 
Academy and Theological Seminary here. 

Deceased was educated, in the public 
schools and the Appleton Academy of 
her native place, but finished her educa- 
tion at the Ipswich Seminary under Mrs. 
Cowles, where she specially ores the 
instruction of Lucy om. Her musi- 
cal education began early under Wulf 
Fries in Boston, and in Germany she 
studied organ music under Fahrenburg 
in the cathedral church, Halle. 

On May 6, 1867, she was married to Mr. 
Bancroft, who was graduated that year 
from the Andover Theological Seminary. 
They went at once to Lookout Mountain, 
Tennessee, where Mr. Bancroft had been 
appointed Principal of the Educational 
Institution established and sustained by 
the late Christopher R. Robert of New 
York. After five years there they went 
abroad for a year, in the course of ‘which 
Dr. Bancroft-was appointed Principal of 
Phillips Andover Academy. In August, 
1873, they came to Andover, and for 25 
years this has been théir home Here 
Mrs. Bancroft has made many friends and 
by her earnest, thoughtful life bas en- 
deared herself to thousands of students 
in Phillips Academy, in Abbot Academy, 
and in the Theological Seminary, so that 
there, is sincere mourning for her in 
many households in all parts of the land. 

Besides her husband’ she leaves two 
sons and two daughters: Cecil K., in- 
Phillips,born on the 100th anniversary 0 
the founding of Phillips Academy and 
named after the institution at the stu- 
dent's request, now in his senior year at 
the Academy; Miss Fanny M., instructor 
at Abbot Academy, Andover; and Miss 
Mary E., now a student at Abbot.

New Equipment Needed for the State 
Artillery. Batteries are now Useless. 


Boston, MARCH 31.—The committee on 
military affans met yesterday to give a 
hearing.on the order of Representative 
Frederick of Methuen for an investiga. 
tion into the armament of the artillery of 
the militia and a report whether legisla- 
tive action is necessaiy to secure effec- 
tiveness if the militia is called into action, 
as was briefly mentioned “in yesterday's 


despatches. 


‘Col. Wellington confessed ~~ himseit~ 
ashamed when the equipment of the art- 
illery of this state was brought into com- 
parison with that of other states. Not 
only are the field pieces in bad order but 
the men have no knives. and revolvers. 
There isn’t.a-revolver in the artillery arm 
of the servicé, even for use in guard duty. 

Maj. Duchesney of the light artillery 
said the batteries would be useless in 
actual war. Themen ere effective, but 
the guns are obsolete, and could do 
nothing against modern guns. The 
harnesses are. new, but the gun car. 
riages are in poor condition. They will 
act fairly well in firing salutes, but in 
firing projectiles they would be shaken 
to pieces. He understood that the bat- 
tery A carriages were covered with 
paint to conceal their weakness. There 
are only no knives or re- 
volvei8s, but no knapsacks, no 
haversacks and .no blankets. There 
are no battery ‘wagons. He understood 
there. were.cooking utensils in the arsenal 
which had never been drawn. If the 
United States will not provide equip- 
ment except in case of war, he thought 
the state should do it.. Major Duchesney - 
said there was great difficulty in getting 
ammuhition. iree ‘years ago the coun- 
try had to be scoured to get it. If these 
gaee are.to be kept, a foundry will have. 

be started to make ammunition. 

Maj. Reilley of the Watertown arsenal 
declined to say that modern breech- 
loading guns were necessary for the 
purposes of the militia. He thought a 
rifle gun threw a projectile too far and 
did too much damage. to property for 
Lieut. Ames of the com- 
mittee asked if it would not. be possible 
to cut the fuse at zero and turn the 


‘shell round so as to explode-at the muz: 


zle, thus garth it possible to use them 
in riots as well as. for other appoeee. 
Maj. Reilley said it would. He enied 
that the old 12 pounders were obsolete. 
If the state had $12,000 which it desired 
to spend it bry oes buy the breech loaders. 
There was no better gun made than the 
3.2inch modern gun. All foreign guns 
which have been tried at Sandy Hook 
have gone to pieces after a few rounds. 
‘These guns do not. In response to other 
questions Maj. Reilley persisted that the 
12-pounders were still an effective auxil- 
iary in warfare. 


Harvard Suffrage age Extension. 


The House devoted its session Monday 
to discussing the bill B spabt sm for an ex- 
tension of the Harvard suffrage for over- 
seers to the members of graduate schools. 
The House adopted an amendment offered 
by Mx. Poor of Andover striking from the 
bill, the word. “male,’’. so that in the 
event of Harvard ever ming a strictly 
co-educational institution, there would be 


no question as to the women graduates 


enjoying the suffrage eauelly with men. 
The House also accepted Mr. Washburn’s 
amendment providing for another refer- 
endum, and making the act to take effect 
only “on its acceptance within three 
months after the passage by the president 
and fellows and by the board of overseers

Anti-Cigarette- Bill. ; 

The senate indulged in a lengthy dis- 
cussion of the bill to prohibit the manu- 
facture and sale of cigarettes, which 
pace’ the house last week, and then, as 
nad been commonly anticipated, rejected 
it. There was not even a count. 

Senators Roe, Harwood, Chamberlain, 
Hodgkise, spoke in favor of the measure, 
and Senators Davis, George, Folsom, Gal- 
livan, Irwin, Morse, Holden, Bouve and 
Roberts opposed it. 


Weekly Payment Bill. 


Mr. Williams of Norfolk attacked the 
House bill requiring every manufacturer 
to pay his employes every week under 
penalty of $50 fine. He thought the bill 
unwise and smeprocueen Mr. Flynn 
of Essex favored the bill because weekly 
payments are necessary to enable work- 
men to buy.on best terms. Mr. Cook of 
Worcester thought the bill:should be 
amended so.as to require all contractors 
to pay on account every week, as other- 
wise it would be a great hardship.” Mr. 
Moran of Bristol believed - the bill -was 
needed by the workingmen. Mr. Irwin 
of Hampshire moved to amend the bill 
80 as to require weekly payments from 
everybody to everybody and stop this 
question once for all. Mr. Farley of 
Franklin said such a bill would often 
work poly wid 5 although he would not 
feel it, as he had always paid weekly. 
The bill should be iilled because it 
would cripple many firms, although a 
believer in weekly payments. Mr. 
George of Essex said he thought special 
contracts could by.made to meet the ob- 
jections, and favored the bill. Mr. Har- 
wood of Middlesex thought such legis- 
lation should apply to all employers 
alike, and would certainly be a hardship 
on small employers, Mr. Leach of 
Hampden thought there was merit in 
the bill, but would accept an amendment 
fixing the number of employes at fifteen 
or twenty. He urged the advantage of 
weekly payments, especially when finan- 
ciall irresponsible persons are the legal 
employers. So far as possible, the work- 
ingmen should be protected. Mr. Flynn 
of Essex spoke of the favorable working 
of the 1865 bill, applying to those employ- 
ing twenty-five or more. The bill was 
ordered to a third reading, 11 to 6. 


Miscellaneous. 

The committee on counties reported a 
bill providing. that the office hours of 
registers of probate, registers of deeds, 
clerks.of courts and county treasurers of 
all counties except Barnstable, Dukes 
and Nantucket shall be from 9a. m.to1 
p. m. Saturdays. In Barnstable and 
Dukes, the hours shall: be tixed by the 
county commissioners, and in Nantucket 
by the selectmen.

o'mple Measures That Prove Effective In 
@ Case of Syucope. 

Fainting, or syncope, is a temporary 
loss of cons iousvess, occurring with 
enfeebled and -retarded action of -the 
heart, as manifested by a slow and al- 
most imperceptible pulse, extreme pal- 
lor of the face, especially the lips, and 
a coldness and lividity of the hands and 
feet. 

The attack of unconsciousness is gen- 
erally preceded by a feeling of slight 
pausea, @ Swimming before the eyes, 
noises in the ears, a fullness of the head 
and an indescribable feeling of ‘‘all 
goneness,'’ of the extreme wretchedness 
of which no ove can have any idea who 
bas pot experienced it in his own per- 


“gon. 


The voices of those around gradually 
become indistinct, objects grow dim, 
the breathing is oppressed, and finally 
darkness closes iu,-the muscles relax, 
and the sufferer passes into that myste- 
rious and awe inspiring state called un- 
consciousness. This lasts for a variable 
period and then the mind gradually re- 
snumes its supremacy, the patient coming 
again into possession of ‘his suspended 
faculties, like one raised from the dead 
rather than like one aroused from slum- 
ber. 
In its essence the act of fainting is 
merely a symptom of anemia of the 
brain, with which is associated a great- 
ly weakened action of the heart, both 
dependent upon some usually disagree- 
able impression from without, such as 
the sight of blood, an unpleasant or 
very..powerful odor, a sudden fright, 
pain, oppressive heat of the atmosphere, 
the receipt of bad news, less often a 
great and sudden joy, and the like. 

Young women, people in delicate 
health, the nervuus and sufferers from 
heart disease are more prone to syncope 
than others, yet fainting may occur in 
the strongest men from the effect of 
slight causes. 

Were it not so familiar a sight a per- 
son in a faint would fill the bystanders 
with terror, so closely. does the condi- 
tion simulate death, but fortunately the 
state is one usually of short duration. 

The patient should be placed flat on 
the back, with no pillow or support un- 
der the head. Those not in immediate 
attendance should keep at a distance, 
and fresh air should be admitted freely. 

The clothing should be loosened about 
the neck and the waist, the face should 
be fanned, and respiration should be 
stimulated by flipping a few drops of 
cold water on the face and chest. The 
bare chest and arms may also be slapped 
with wu wet towel. Smelling salts may 
be held cautiously under the nose or a 
few grains of pepper blown into the 
nostrils. Any ordinary swoon should 
quickly yield to these simple measures, 
—Youth’s Companion.
